Rio Janeiro, Deo. 14.— T. L. Thomson, 
U. S. Miniator to Brazil, announoea that 
whatever other nutions may do, tlio United 
States will protect their coiimiurco from all 
the encrouclinienta of the inaurgeiils' naval 
veaaela. The action of tlie other nationa in 
withdrawing thw^protcotion formerly ullord- 
ed to merchantmen by war vesaela at this 
port is construed ag an attempt covertly to 
aid the insurgents in theit efiorta to restore 
t!ie monarchy. 

The United Press correapondont has not 
found ft trace of many of tho hurdahlpa 
which have been reported by poranna in Klo 
since the insurgent ileot anohoreil in tliu 
harbor. Provioiona aro abuiulaiil ; tlie 
atreets are kept clean, and order is main- 
tained without any etl'ort. Tho f^ovcniment 
baa (iesitjiiuled a new landing for the 
launches of foreif^n warships. It ia in tho 
I/mde diutriol on the north side of the city, 
and near Morro do (iamboa. 

London, Dec. 11— The Lisbon corre- 
apondent of the United I'reea obtained to- 
>iy a few additional facts aa to the atato of 
affaira in IJrazil on DL-cembor .">, when tho 
Btoainahip Nile Bailed, (iencral Ciomercin 
do Saraiva, tho iiisuriient (general, was re- 
ported then to be marching northward from 
Rio (Irando do .Sul with ,'),(I0U men 
whom ho had gatliered from the cattle 
ranehea. His objective point ia Kio 
Janeiro. Ho was expected to arrive 
tho neighborhood of the city 
about tlio middle of this month. Along the 
coast most persona thought that an impor- 
tant cngagenient would take place by Dec, 
15. All the citiea on the seaboard are in- 
fested with spies. Everybody fears to 
speak op'enly against tho Qovepiment. Two 
of Pelxo^o's steam launches from the mili 
tary soboo], say tho ofBcera of the Kile, stop 
all vessoia entering Rio harbor, that the 
Prceident'a men may examine the paasen 
gera and crews. A general revolt of the 
troop? against the Government waa ex- 
pected to take place on Dec. 15. 

New YOBK, Deo. 14.— Ruy Barbosa. Ad- 
miral Mello'a repreaentativo on land, tele- 
graphs from Buenos Ayrea as follows : "Do 
not believe the oliiuial Brazilian news assur- 
ing you that Admiral da (Jama has issued a 
monarchical manifesto. Keineniber the re- 
port sent you about Admiral Mello favoring 
tho placing of a son of Count d'Eu on tho 
throne of 15razil. It ia tho aanio fiction in 
both Cftsea," 

Certain prominent and wealthy Brazilians 
living i • near thia city, who favor Iho 
cause reprcaented by Mello in tlie eotnb:it 
now being waged iu tho South American re- 
public, have united to obtain redreaa 
gainst the persona who have fitted out war- 
ships in this port and dispatched 
them to Brazil in the iutereat of 
LVi.xoto. This syndicate of Brazil- 
ians also propose to restrain if 
possible, the arming of other war- 
ahipa for thia put pose in the ports of tho 
United States. They assert that tho United 
States Government in allowing such ships 
to be fitted out liero has violated tho law of 
nations and rendered itself liable to enor- 
mous damages. The dpeotucle of a neutral 
power permitting interested individuals to 
prepare a hostile flest in its own waters ia 
claimed to be unprecedented, and in vio- 
lation of the atatutea. It was impoasible 
yetitorday to aacertain the names of those 
L'ciiili men, but they are seven in number 
anil they will teat the soundness of iheir 
eonlcnlion in the courts. Isaac Angel, a 
lawyer of high atanding, aa well as largo ex- 
perience in the United States courts, has 
been retained to prosecute the suits con- 
templated.

John Jewera, an ohsouro per 
son, mado an addreag, in which he auid that 
eeeret society was being former]. Ho 
warned tho authoritiea that, unless tlio de- 
mands of the unemployed were aatiafic^d by 
Christmas, there would be a reign of terror 
in London, the like of which his never been 
heard of in the annala of history. Deeda 
would be done which would have a greater 
elfcct and cause a greater saorifice ot life 
than the recent deaths In tho French Cham 
ber of Deputies and the Lyceum theatre at 
1! ircolona. A Sncialiat named Williuiiison 
announced that there would be another 
march of the unemployed to Hyde Park on 
Friday.

14 — The Evening Stan- 
dard, Conservative, aays editorially to-day 
of the situation in Hawaii : "The knot of 
merchante, speculators and ofBce-eeekers, 
who planned tho revolution In Hawaii, na- 
turally aro furioua at Mr. Cleveland for de- 
clining to accept the Islands as the 
result of nefarious intrigue by Amer- 
ican citizens. No otIlOr decision oould 
have been expected from an honest and hon- 
orable man. The group of adventurers 
holding the government are defiant, but it 
can hardly be auppoaed that they contem- 
plate resistance to any warship, American or 
other, which may he sent. Doubtleea Amer- 
ican eriiisbra will soon be at the scene. Tho 
British cruiser ('liampion ia now at Hawaii 
awaiting developments. " 

WASiiiN(iT<iN,l)ec. 11— No Hawaiian news 
ia now expected before .Monday next unless, 
perhaps, eonicthing may come by tlii^ Au.s- 
tralia on Saturday, bolli housea of Cougrcaa 
having called on the President to communi- 
cate to them the inatruclinna given to Min- 
ister Willis and Commissioner Blount. 

It ia now especially unnouneed that a for- 
mal reply ia all ready for transmission, but, 
on equally ollicial authority, tho stotement 
ia made that it waa not deemed compatible 
with the public interests to give publicity 
to tho ollicial documents in lime to have an 
unauthorized synopaia of their contents 
telegraphed to San Frunoiaco by the Press 
dispatches, and so conveyed to Honolulu 
by the steamer Alameda, which, as origin- 
ally intended, was to have sailed from that 
port for the Hawaiian Islands to-day ; but 
has been delayed till to-morrow. Conse- 
quently, it Is said, the measago was with- 
hold to-day, and as the Senate has ad- 
journed till Monday, there is no probability 
of it being sent in till then, unless the 
President should accede to the House re- 
quest alone, and should let It have a first 
glance at the papers, whioh ia extremely 
unlikely.

The Patricide Goes Coolly to His Doom I'ro- 
testlne; His Innoceuce. 

BuocKVlLr.E, Dec. 14.— (Special) — At ex- 
actly 8 o'clock this morning Charles S. 

LucUoy was hanged here for the murder of 
hia father, aister and atep-mollicr. Ho 
went to the gallows, a primitive all'air whicli 
was creeled in the women's yard of the jail, 
with a smiling face, walking to hia death aa 
unconcernedly as most people would walk 
to tho dinner table. To the last ho protest- 
ed his innocenco, and to all outward apjiear- 
anco died iierfeclly happy. The exccntiim 
was performed by Radcliirc, who hanged 
Birchall, BciiwcU's murderer, at Woodstock 
three years ago. Lnckey's neck W'ivi broken 
and he died instantly. Luckey retired last 
night ut and slept aoundly until uliniii 
4 thia morning, when he was awakened by 
Jailer MoDougall. Only once did ho 
awaken, about 11 o'clock, when lie imme- 
diately went to sleep again. Luckey pro- 
claimed hia innocenco to the last. Ho said 
that ho was innocent of the crime before 
God and man.

London, Dec. 24.— Right Hon. Joseph 
Chamberlain, leader of the Liberal Union- 
ists, spoke at liraintree last evening. Home 
Rule waa the sole aim of the Governmont,ho 
said. British legislation was merely a count- 
er with wiiicli Mr. (iladstone hoped to win 
tho game. The Government did not mean 
that any T'l itish billa should pass. These 
bills were put iu the window merely for 
show, and nobody should he sanguine enough 
to expect, if ho should enter the shop, to 
obtain any of them. The promoters 
of tho British I'arish Councils bill had de- 
liberately overloaded their vessel with the 
intention of sinking it. The Government 
hud found it good policy to keep billa in 
suapenao and thua aupply a motive for quar- 
relling with the Ifouae of Lords.

There is a largely increas- 
ing death-rate in London, Liverpool and 
the Midland counties.

RIGHT OF REFUGE. 

British Laws Do Not rrevenl Kxiielled Anar- 
chists From Laiiillng In Knglaiid. 

London, Doc. M.— In tho House of Com- 
mons to-day Ilerhert Ivnatclilmll Hugesaen, 
Independent Uonccrvative member for tho 
northeast division of Kent, asked the Gov 
ornnieut whether anarchiata expelled 
from Franco were to bo allowed 
to come to England. If thoy could not 
lawfully be firevQnted from landing 
under tho present laws would the Govern- 
ment bring in a meuauro to save the country 
from becoming a refuge for avowed advo- 
,catea of aasassination. 

Rt. Hon. Mr. Asqulth, Home Secretary, 
replied that the existing laws did not provide 
for the. prevention of anarchists landing in 
England. He also said that the Govern- 
ment was not prepared to alter the laws.

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A LETTER FKOM FIJI. 



Distance From Canada Materially 
Lessened— Pi'omlsiuff Prospects for 
Trade With the Dumiuiou. 

Climate of tlio Islaiuls— A Sample 
Shipment of Native Pro- 
(luctiouH. 



Suva, Fiji, 2;ird Nov., 1S93. 

To TiiK Kditoii :— The expected arriv'ul 
to-day of tho s.a. AriiWB, the firat veeaol of 
the Cuuadian-AuatralaBian service, brings 
very forcibly to our tninda the fact that the 
distance between this colony and the groat 
Dominion of the North hua euddonly loa- 
Boncd to a very renjorkable degree; und tliut 
inatead of being an outaide group, only in 
touch with the Auatruluaian colonies, Fiji 
has become a link in tho great Imperial belt 
which now unites the moat powerful colonics 
of the Empire. 

It ia to be regretted that tho prevalence 
of tueuslea iu iUiatniliu will proveul any 
puranaal coininunii;ntioii botweeu thnao on 
bourd tho Arawa and those on ahoro, but in 
ISTt that malaily nuuio auuh woeful havoc 
among the natives that every precaution haa 
been takeu aince that time to prevent ita ro- 
introduction. However, it ia to bo hoped 
that tho need for quarantine will aoon paaa 
away, and admit ua to a fuller appreciation 
of the great beneBta which we believe tliia 
Cjroup must derive from thia iatiniato con- 
nection with Canada. 

It ia believed by many who arc in a 
position to know, that trade with your 
colonies in the produota for which these 
islands are famous will bo much better for 
us than that with Australia, for a great pro- 
portion of her tropical supplies are drawn 
from Queensland and, being so much nearer 
to you, we ought to be able to sead you our 
produce is a better condition than the cou- 
tinental tropical colony can. What our 
principal exports are you will gather from 
the cargo of the steamship Taviuui, which 
left here for New Zealand two days ago. 
She curried l;>,i)07 bunchoa of bauanaa, and 
1,008 caBea of them, 5G'2 cases of piue- 
npplea, 555 caaea of other fruit, 30 
casea of dcaiccatcd cocoanut, S'2 baga 
of pennuta, 15 aacka of cocoanuta and 
G,ti'_'i) aacka (not mate) of sugar. In 
addition to these tobacco of the finer 
kinda ia now coming into cultivation, ib be- 
ing found that tho varying aoila and olovo- 
tiona can be aeleolod to auit tho dillerent 
varitiea to an excellent degree and ramie ia 
in growth «n_r.h a prnnnunceii Bucceaa iu thia 
climate that it only reijuirea the preaence of 
proper decorticating inacliinea to turn out 
a good yield of that ailky fibre; our tiaal 
hemp plantatioua are not yet much advanced 
but tlie cultivation ia i-onimenced; vanilla ia 
moat prolific here and tho beana of a quality 
which commanda high price in Australia 
and the ginger ia of the finest description 
but the aecrot of curing 80 as to retain the 
pungency and aroma haa not yet been quite 
discovered. 

Aa to our climate Fiji lies in tho belt of 
tho Boutheaab Trades and so ia free from tho 
malaria which is so deadly in the parts of 
the tropics not so favored hy the breezes; 
that oriclcet and tennis are played all the 
year round speaks volumes for it. Unfor- 
tunately a passenger landing at Suva can 
see there absolutely nothing of tho beauti- 
ful group, its variety, or rich promise; a 
month's stay is necessary for that, and a 
few trips up our larf;er rivers and to the 
outlying ialunds. It will eventually bo c 
magnified Maderia for the Pacific, for dur 
ing nine months of the year it is a very 
paradise. 

I am writing hurriedly just to give you a 
fraternal greeting and will do so at greater 
length my next chanco.

Aftiir aix 
rnontli-) iiiL'ul'.itinn ihiai- jiotunt, grave and 
rev<;re)i(l aeigiiinri make up their mindn that 
the Buaaon ia ripe Un- " something nico and 
cheap," and ao lliu fouling of the local 
" street aiga " niarkrt ia ttaled by an invita- 
tion to thnae in th's huaineaa to atato — 
provided tho City Council ciiii lind 
funda-uL " what pur half 

dozL'O, per ih zijn nr per groan " thi: 
aforcHaiil uorkcra in Ktrcot aigna will uiuli'r- 
take lo Hupply a few hundred "according 
to plana anil spccilicaLiona, to be seen," 
etc., etc. Hut, leat the ralepaycra ahouhl 
marvel at the unwonted expenditure, home 
of the "moat potent," etc., conceived the 
brilliant idea of utilizing tho euda and cor- 
ners of the signa (|)erliapa tlie backs) aa ao 
tiiueh good advertiaing space for winch the 
proprietors of cuiua fur " ihat tired feel- 
ing," and Buoh ilk, would piy many golden 
shekels, and thereby relievo tho pressure 
on the public purao.

MEXICAN BOIiUER TROUBLES. 

\ liattlo Fonghb-Over Two Hundred Sol- 
diers Killed. 

Demino, Deo. 14 —A courier has reached 
Las Palomas bringing news from below to 
General Hernandez, in command of the 

Mexican troops, who has been at Palonuis 
for aomo daya making an odicial investiga- 
tion of tho troubles on the border. The 
courier reports that a battle waa fought 
last Fridjy in the Sierra iladrea near 
Colinu Juarez, between tho revolutioniata 
under Santa Ana Porox and (iOO troops. 
After making his report to General Hernan- 
dez, tho courier returned with dispatches, 
and General Hernandez at once left for tho 
scene with the aoldiora atationed at I'alomaa. 
Tho cuatoiu hnuao olliciala admit the report 
to be correct, but they rofuao all informa- 
tion, and place under arreat all who attempt 
to talk upon the aubject. This aaino course 
ia being pursued by the odicials in all towns 
near the aceno of tho battle, and the news is 
being etiectivcly suppreaaed. Twenty- 
live rebela were killed and over 
I'OO aoldiora. Tho rebels were at- 
tacked in the mountains, where they 
have been encamped since the Palomas raid ; 
hut it is believed that the troops ran upon 
them unexpectedly while bunting for the 
cump. The battle began at 11 o'clock iu 
the morning and tasted for several hours. 
Tho troops retreated in disorder. Tho 
rebola fought from ambush. Several ofiBoers 
are reported killed. Details of this affray 
will never he permitted to reach the outaide 
world as the authorities have so intimidated 
tho people that none of thorn will talk. The 
scene of tho battle is about 200 miles south 
of this point, iu tho mountainous country, 
olTering to tho rebels a sufe retreat.

iVHAT DO YOU THINK OF IT .' 

The children are all talking about I'hiist 
mas. They are counting the days that 
must pass before Santa Claus begins his 
round of visits. Each little one believes 
and hopes that the good old Santa Claus 
will not forget him or her. It makes one 
young again to liear tliu clulilren'.s plenaaut 
chatter, and the iieiwL iiiual be iuiieei 
shrivelled and cold tliat doea not sympa 
thi^.e with them in their pleasant and eager 
anticipations, and yearn to aid in bringing 
about their realization. 

Wo do not, however, intend now to write 
about wliat the children are going to got, 
but about what they are willing to give. A 
of them but tho very young know that there 
are in this city children who have no fathers 
and mothers to make Christmas u joyful and 
a lovely time for them. Uulesa something 
is done for these poor children l)y those who 
are better off than they are, there will he 
no Christmua fo^st for them — no toys, 
books, or cundy or fruita, no pleasant greet- 
ings and no innocent fun. Now, what we 
propose is that the school boys and school 
girls of Victoria do what they can to make 
*ho hearts of theae fathorleas and niotherleaa 
little onea glad on Christinas Day. Let eu 
boy and girl give tho orpbaua a Chriatmaa 
box. It need not be an expensive one ; 
may not cost more than a few cents, but let 
every child attending the sobools give some 
thing. 

Thia idea is, we are proud to say, not an 

original ono. It entered tho head of 
blessed little Vancouver girl juat b 
fore last Thankagiving Uay. .She tlioiight 
that it would bo a good thing for 
every boy and girl in the city who attended 
either week-day school or Sunday school to 
give something to make Thanksgiving day 
pleasant for the orphans. Her proposal was 
that each pupil ahoukl give aa many apples 
potatoes, or other good things as he or ahi 
was years old, take them to school and leave 
it to the teachers to send them to the or 
phanages. The beautiful little scheme 
pleased every one, and the day before 
Thanksgiving the children were seen wend 
ing their way to acliool each laden with i 
present for those who had no parents to pro- 
vide a Tliank?Hi''''n|-'i indeed, luiy dinner 
for them. These contributions, when they 
were collected, amounted to a great deal 
more than one would think. They did 
not all consist of potatoes and apples 
There was quite a variety of good things 
including some money. They were all very 
welcome to the children, and those who liad 
the caro of them and contributed greatly 
to their pleasure and their comfort. 

Some kind ladies think that it would he a 
good thing if the Victoria children did some- 
thing like this for the orphans of their city 
Wo think bo too.

OVERJOYED. 

Tho Feat- Intelligencer says that " the 
Canadian ia happy in the proapect of tho 
enactment of tho Wilson tariff bill. 3'h 
reduction of duties proposed ia far better 
for Canada than a treaty of reciprocity, 
beoauae under tho Wilson bill Canada prao 
tioally gets everything and gives nothing in 
return." We do not think that the Cana 
dian Is particularly happy when ho con 
templates the proposed changoa in tho Am 
erioan tariff. Ho knows that tho Americans 
ohango tho tariff to suit thomselvea and no 
one else, and ho ia not at all auro that ho ia 
going to bo greatly benefitted by the Wil 
son bill. He knows what the Post-Intelli. 
^enoer does not seem to bo aware of which 



is, that, whatever reduction is made by Con- 
greaa on articles purely Canadian, Canada is 
bound to make a corresponding reduction on 
similar articles of United .States production. 
Thia is all that a reciprocity treaty would 
do. Tho exclusion of Canadian agricultural 
produots by the MoKinley tariff has not 
done Canadians much harm or Americana 
much good. The farmora on both 
idea of the lino would to-day 
bo quite as well off as they 
now are if the MoKinley tariff had never 
been enacted. Our oontomporary may see 
from its own tabular statement that the only 
two Canadian oommodities that have been 
seriously affected by tho MoKinley tariff are 
eggs and barley. Tho farmers of aome parts of 
Canada missed tho American market for 
those two products, but it did not take 
them long to accommodate themselves to 
the changed oonditions. With regard to 
other prodnota, when tho Americans want 
them they must get them from Canada, no 
matter wiiat price their tari£f makes them 
pay for them. 

A NEW FEATURE. 

There is a point oonneoted with tho 
salmon fishery on the Fruser river that has, 
as far aa wo know, not yet been considered 
by the Dominion Government. It is, w 
think, not {^L'nerally known outside of 
Britiali Columbia that the mouth of the 
Fraser ia not far from the national boundary 
line. Just at the entranoo of the river is a 
promontory called Point Roberts. The line 
cuts thia promontory, making a tract of 
land at its extremity United States terri 
tory. The salmon entering tho Fraaer river 
to spawn pusa I'oinl Roberta. iMilerprising 
cannery men, lindiog tho Dominion tishery 
regulations bard to comply with, have re- 
moved their canneries to the American ter 
ritory at the end of Point Roberts. Mr 
Wadhams, who had a cannery at Ladner' 
Landing, haa dono this, and so, we are 
informed, lias Mr. Drysdale. We arc 
also told that three new canneries 
are to be built at the extremity of tho 
point, one having the capacity of one 
hundred thousand cases. By making Ameri- 
can territory their base of operations the 
Roberta' Point cannery men get clear of 
the Dominion regulationa aa to cloao lime.-, 
liceusea, and contrivancoa for c.itching aal- 
mon, etc. Thoy are in a position to inter- 
cept the aalniou as they enter the river, !_and 
as they are, by American law, allowed lo 
use poaod nets, which are forbidden by tho 
Dominion regulations, they have, therefore, 
a very considerable advantage over the 
cannera who carry on their business on 
Canadian territory. 

It can easily bo seen that tho moro 
stringent the Dominion regulations of tho 
Fraaer river fishery, the greater will be tlie 
advantage enjoyed by their American com- 
petitors on I'oiut Roberta, Are, it is asked, 
the British cannera and fishermen to 
be bound while these Americans go 
free ? This is a matter that ahould 
engage the immediate attention of the De- 
partment of Marine and Fiaheriea. Means 
aliould be taken to prevent Canadian can- 
ners carrying on their business at a great 
disadvantage, us compared with tho Ameri- 
can cannera on Point Roberta. The fishing 
regulations of both tho Kiver and tho Point 
fisheries should, if posaible, be made uni- 
form. 

This new feature of tho Fraaer River 
salmon tishery shows very clearly that the 
(iahery should bo regulated by a commia* 
sion on tho spot. To attempt to regulate so 
important an industry as salmon liah- 
ing and canning on the Fraser by a depart- 
ment three thousaod milea away appears to 
us to be trying to do what ia inipossible 
This matter, for instance, of the Point 
Robert canneries should be attended 
to immediately, before anything ia 
dono towards making new regula- 
tions for tho fishery or towards 
amending the old onea. But it will in all 
probability bo months before the Depart- 
ment begins to move in the matter d.nd it ia 
more than likely that next year's regulations 
will be issued before the altered state of 
things at Point Roberta is taken into con- 
sideration. A local Commission would, bo- 
fore now, have euciuired into the matter and 
would have taken measures to find out how 
the river fishery is likely to be affected by 
the new establishments on United States 
territory.

produce them. Vi'o would not be at all sur- 
prised if tho Fiji lalauda turn out to bo an 
excellent market for the produota of Cana- 
dian farms and factories. 

The people of Fiji, on their part, seem to 
be delighted yvith the proapect of closer and 
moro frei|uont intercourse with Camida. 
They are particularly pleaseil to lind that 
tho establishment of the Canadian route 
brings them within thirty days of Great 
lU'ituiu. It ia evident that England is still 
" Home " to the British settlers on the Fiji 
Islands. 

" The route," sayu '.he Fiji Times in a 
congratulatory article, " is established and 
Fiji ia in it. \N'hen it is remembered that 
amongst otiicr advantages it brings her 
within thirty days of London and that 
a person leavio;; here, aay on tho 
first day of a month, i-an dine in tlio metro- 
polis of the world on tlie lust, tho boon 
may asaume soniethiiii; of a practical shape 
in tho minda of tlioao who hitherto have re- 
garded the project with but a vague sense 
of what it may help to bring about. It 
Icssena the distance butween the two places 
by about lifleen days, a boon to commerce 
concerned tlierein." 

When the ocean c.ible \vhich is sure, 
aooner or later, to follow tliu steamship line, 
ia laid aud in operation, the colonists of 
Fiji will feel themselves still nearer to their 
kindred in the Old Land, and more in touch 
with tho civilized world in general.

Fiji Islands nro associated in moat 
nunds with untutored savages, who 
inii^ht think it no harm, now.and then, to 
Uiako a meal off a well-oonditioned mission- 
ary. The singular name of tho group has 
kept this notion alive much longer than if it 
were known by a name more familiar to the 
oars of civilized peoples. It ia a genuine sur- 
prise to find that the Islands are the homo of 
a people well advanced in civilization, most 
of whom profess and call Ihomseivea Clu ia- 
tians. The newspapers which wo received 
from the capital of those Islands, Suva, by 
the last mail, have about them no signs 
of roughness or rawness. Thoy are 
well printed, and evidently edited by 
men of education and refinement. 
Tho advertisements ahow that tho Fijian 
community rcquirea and uaea everything 
needed by people in the most advancod 
atage of civilization, and they also ahow that 
tho commerce of tho colony ia already con- 
siderable. 

Tho Islands, tliougli limited as to extent 
of territory, are greatly favored both as re- 
gards climate and tho variety of tho pro- 
duots of their fertile soil. It is just the coun- 
try that it ia profitable for Canada to do 
busincas with. Its natural products are 
precisely those which wo, as a people, need, 
and cannot raise, and tho Fijinna want 
what wo produce and nmnufacturo. All the 
tropical and sub-tropical fruits, roots, nuts, 
leaves and other vegetable pruduots are 
easily raised on the Fiji Islands. Many of 
them are raised for export and many

The Testimony for the Defence All 
In— Evidence in Eebuttal 
ToDay. 



•The Assiza court yesterday, Mr. Justico 
Walkom preaiding, wiia occupied during the 
three aittiiigs, morning, afternoon und even- 
ing, in hearing the ovidonco for the dufeuoo 
of Albert Stroebel, charged with the murder 
of John Marshall. This was the eighth day 
of the second trial. The case for the dofonoo 
finished with the atatoment of the priaoner, 
who again went into the box, but has not 
yot hud Ilia crosa-exaniiuation. This, and a 
few witneaaoa to be called in rebuttal of 
Statements of the defence, will be heard to- 
day, and the connsal will then address the 
jury. The probability of a verdict not be- 
ing reached before midnight on Saturday 
was discussed inoideutally yeatcrday, and 
the information was elicited that, under the 
law, it ia perniissible either to receive a ver- 
dict on Sunday or to continue the court pro- 
ceedings into that day if aoar an end when 
midnight arrivea. 

The proceedinga opened with the coni- 
mencemoiit of the croaa-examinatiou by tho 
Attorney-tieneral of Aaa Ackernmu, who;u 
exaniinution-in chief tiniahed aa tho ccut t 
roae tho previoua evening. On the Bubji.'Ot 
of the man who had been culled " Old 
Sleuth," witness said he ihouj^ht ho wua the 
firat who had spoken of him in cnurt by that

MarshuH'a death, but he had forgolteii, what 
he renicMDbored now, that he luul seen him 
on the 2l8t of May, iroie than a month after, 
talking to Airheart outsiile hia house. Hu 
reiterated the statement made at iho pre- 
vious trial that in tho spring of tho year no 
sane man would attempt to cross at night 
the awarnpy land between the creek and the 
railway. Examined aa to tho diataucea, ho 
said between Burns' place and Marshall's 
was about a mile and three-quarters, and 
yet be had said yesterday that if there had 
been a doe barking at MarshaU'a be would 
have heard it when at Burna' on the evening 
of the 19ch. He was then inside the houao 
talking to Burna, with the door shut. Ho 
meant that ho could hive heard tho dog if 
ho had been outaide. It was half p vat nine 
or later v.-hcn ho went out. Ho know that 
it waa at nine •'clock when MurahaU'a dog 
was aaid to have been barking, but ho did 
not intend to give the jury the impression 
yesterday that ho waa outside at 9 o'clock. 

His Lordship told tho witness he should 
be more careful, as that was certainly the 
impresnion be had left on everybody. 

Witness, continuing, said the night waa 
very dark and misty, with fine rain or driz- 
zle. He thought it was half a mile from 
home on tho night of tho 19th that he heard 
hia dogs cominenco to bark at him, and not 
juat aa ho got to hia house, as he said at the 
other trial. 

Re examined by Mr. Morrison, witness 
said that any aano peraon having to go from 
the creek to Huntingdon, cither by day or 
night, would take tho wagon road near by, 
inatead of croeaing tho swamp to tho rail- 



way. 

Elmer Jeaaup, examined by .Mr. Morrison, 
tcatitied that in April last he resided with 
Aaa Ackerman at Upper Sumas. He con- 
firmed what tho last two witneaaes had aaid 
as to distances. He had tiahed in the 
vicinity of Ackerman'a, but never in the 
creek near Marshall's place. On tho 19Lh 
April, shortly before G p in., ho waa coming 
from Sumas City to Huntingdon, and at the 
point where tho Huntingdon road 
crosses tho railway, ani there met 
a man going towards Hnntiiigdon. 
This man waa rather tali, " lignt 
complected" and poorly clad; ho asked the 
time and bow far it was to Huntingdon, 
and his voice showed him to bo undoubtedly 
a foreigner, probably a Swede. During the 
evening, about 10 o'clock, he heard Aoker- 
inan's dogs barking, not a great length of 
time, perbapd half-an-bour. He was posi- 
tive that if outside of Aokerman's he could 
have heard Marshall's dog if it barked, but 
ho was not outside, and heard no dogs but 
Ackerman's. About a month or three 
weeks or six weeks before tho death of 
Marshall witness met prisoner at Sumaf, 
and iiriHoner beiog mad at lOyerley about 
aoiiiolhiiiK, the two chased Eyerley, and a 
little later witness sasv Slroehol on a atump 
on tho hill, liring twd shots in tho air. 

Croaa-examiucd by the Attorney-General, 
witness aaid he supposed he had at the hst 
trial told that the incident just reported 
must have been at least six weeks before 
Marshall's death, but was not sure whether 
he used tho word must or might. He had no 
reason for reducing the time now, though 
he remembered that the Attorney-General 
had laid great stress on the fact ihat Stroe 
bel at first fixed the date as six weeks and 
afterwards changed it tu three. Since hu 
had been told of what Stroebel aaid he waa 
not so sure aa before. He had heard it read 
out by the atenographer tbnt Stroebel said 
he had taken the revolver from Bartlett 
throe weeks before the death, and had fired 
the shot in the air six weeks before ; and 
that ho took two cartridges from Bartlett 
theaamo time aa tho revolver; alao that 
these wore the two cartridj^es he had tired 
in the air. Ho also heard that .Slroebil 
aubae((iioiitly cliuoged these d.ilj.s, niyiii^ 
ho had got them mixed up, and that it was 
eix weeks before the ilealh tliat he took the 
revolver and cartridges from I! irtlett, and 
three wecka before the deatli that he 
lircd tho two eurtridges in lii" "ir. 
Ho did not think ;;. strange thul 
ho and Stroebel had both made the mis- 
take of lirst saying six weeks, foranotlnr 
witncaa aaid tho same thing ; this other 
witnoas might h-^vo taken it up from liim 
He had not particularly trimmed his sails 
to meet Stroebel's evidence. Witness was 
indoors about 9 p. m. on the 19tli, uimI 
therefore could not have heard .Marahall's 
dog bark at that time. W hen ho heard 
Ackerman's dogs they wore more than 
barking, they were howling, aa they gener- 
ally do when they hear other dogs barking. 

At 12:30 tho court adjourned for an hour. 

After rpcess the enins ( x iminat ion was re- 
aunied. Witness repeaie'd t he, evidence given 
at tho foriiier trial, that it would have been 
inipoasililc for Stroehcd or ICyeiley to croLs 
over froiri tho Huntingdon road to the 
railway, and como out at SLroehel's gate, 
without getting wot. 

Ue-txainined by Mr. .Morrison, witncaa 
said ho meant by ihia that it, was highly im- 
probable that Stroebel could got across from 
where ho waa aupposcd to be li.nhing. At 
Wcstniicator, during the recent aasiz -a, wit- 
ness had mentioned to Lucaa that iOyerley 
looked kind of sheepish but Stroebel looked 
pretty well, and Lucas had replied that 
Stroebel bad too much brass in hia face to 
show gnllt, On that occasion Lucas had 
recognized him and called him byname. 
Witneaa had met Luoas before at Sumas 



City and also at Afarehall's the day the body 
waa found, 

To tho Attorney Gonoral witneaa said 
with reference to the man he saw on the' 
track on the evening of the 19th, who spoke 
like a Swede, that at tho last trial he had 
said that ho spoke like a Swede or a Nor- 
wegian or a Scotchtnan, and looked like a 
hard character. He would not say now that 
ho apoko like a Scotchman. 

To His Lordship witneaa said tho diller- 
once between u Swede or a Norwegian and 
a Sootohmau was that tho former apoUo 
n)ore broadly than a Sootchniun. Ho did 
not want to say at this trial that the man 
was a Scotchman, because when he men- 
tioned this before there was a good deal of 
laughter in the court. It was only the 
man's clothing that looked hard, nob tho 
man. This was not the man whom Baxter 
had described. 

Wellington Miller, a constable of the New 
Westminster police, examined by Mr. Mor- 
rison, aaid he had known D. B. Lucas, the 
marshal of Sumas city, for a year or better, 
and abont a yeor ago mot him at Weat- 
minster near tho Uolbrook house. Lucas 
hailed him and pulling a paper from hia 
pocket said be had left at tho police station 
a doacription of some men ho wanted, and 
that the paper was u copy. Luoas in tho 
couvoraation that followed apoko of having 
been on tho force in .San Francisco and aaid 
that once having oocaaion to arrest a man 
and being in danger of his life in doing so, 
he had shot him, and was tried for murder 
and ac(|uittad. 

Crosa-exaniined by tho Attorney-General 
witneaa aaid O. B. Ackerman waa tho firat 
poraoii to whom ho had given this infor- 
mation, and ho told him simply that Lucas 
said he hud ahot a man in tho discharge of 
his duty. If tho same thing happened in 
jiis own case aa an ollicer he would not call 
it a murder. He gave no such information 
as would warrant the (jucstion which had 
been put to Lucas, " Did you say that you 
had murdered a man in San Francisco ?" 
What Lucas aaid was nothing for a man to 
bo ashamed of. He was quite sure that it 
was Luoas who had thia oonveraation with 
him, and did not know that, the marshal of 
HIaine had been over looking for aomo men. 
Such documents aa hd aaid Lucaa mentioned 
wore usually kept on file at the polico 
station, but he had not looked it up there 
though he knew that waa what be was 
called hers to tell about. He felt certain 
that thia meeting with Lucas was not in the 
month of May, but would not swoar that. 
Ha would not like to awear that 
Lucaa was wrong when ho eald he 
never waa in Wcatminator until May 
last. It waa probable that if tho marahal 
of Sumas came over to Weatminater for 
aome men whom ho wanted to arroat, he 
would go to the Provincial aa well aa the 
(Jity police. 

Frederick Raith, of Now Weatminater, 
aaid he aaw John Marahoil on one occa- 
aion, when be went to deceased's place to 
buy cattle. Ho did not notice the place 
much, but approaching it from the track he 
found a path inside the gate. There were 
fifteen or twenty head of stock about the 
place. He bought no oattle, aa a trade 
could not be arranged. This waa about a. 
year ago. 

The Attorney-General aaid he would not 
croasexamino. 

His Lordship remarked that he did not 
see what this witness had been called for, as 
he did not appear to know anything about 
the case. 

Mr. Morrison said ho would bring out the 
reason when tho time came. 

Elizabeth Bartlett, daughter of Charlea 
and Mra. Bartlett, of Sumas City, examined 
by Mr. Morrison, teatitieil that, i>n ilie Tues- 
day before the death of John Mirslhill she 
and Stroebel went for a walk down Harrison 
street, and svhilo they wore going down he 
pulled out hia revolver and wanted her to 
shoot, but abe refused and then he ahot. 
Ho had another load in it and wanted her 
to ehoot second but aho again refused, and 
ho shot it hitnbelf, at a atump. They thou 
walked to the end of Hurriaon street and 
back. She remembered that on tho evening 
of tho 19th of April she met Stroebel in the 
dining room of the hotel, about 9..'iO. He 
had three small liah, and she made ao much 
fun of them that he took them to the hall 
door and threw them away. He came back 
into the dining room and stayed five min- 
utes, and then they went back into tho 
kitcben where Mra. Bartlett was. 
Mrs. Bartlett stayed juat long enough 
to pump a cup of water and 
then went to bed. Witness and Stroe- 
bel stayed in the kitchen about half an hour 
or more, and then aho lit hia candle in the 
hall and he went upstairs, witness returning 
to the kitchen, anil going to beil in her 
room, next to the kitchen and iuljnining also 
her iiHJther's bedroom. If: \\'as aboul live 
minutes to 10 or 10 o'clock th(kt ho v.ent to 
Ijjd. .She saw her father that night alnut 
hidf an Hour btlorc .Stroebel came in. He 
waa tlien iu the, kitchen with her mother, 
Mr. H.ill, of the Somas police, Mr. I'rin.ble 
iinil Mr. Ivingiton. Her father was in the 
men's silting room when Stroihel came in, 
and from there he could nut see whether or 
not alio and her mother hud gone to bed. 
.She had teem her liitle brothers and sisters 
with cartridges, such aa thope shown in 
court, both before and after the 19 h of 
April. When Lucas got the revolver from 
Stroebel she heard the conver.sation between 
them, and whiin Lucas aaid hu would bring 
the revolver back iu tho morning Stroebel 
simply said "All right." 

CroBs-examined by the Attorney-General, 
witness said the shots wore fired about L'llO 
yards past the tailor shop and Curtis' house 
on Harrison street. .She thought thii stum|) 
lired at was on the left sidy, the same as tho 
houses. .Struebel lired merely for ijustime, 
not to hit any piirlicular mark, and she did 
not remember whether or not he hit the 
stump; she expected ho (lid. She nevi:r 
told anyone that .Stroebel had not lired oil' a 
pistol or revolver in her presence. She re- 
mendiered a conversation with I'eter Strum 
short ly after the i)reliii]iiiary exiMianatioii 
in -May, but did not rememi)or his asking 
her whether or not shi^ had ever seen .Stroe- 
bel lire oil' his revolver on Hirrison street or 
anywhere else, and that she said she never 
had. She was i|oito jn'sitivo no such coii- 
versut.ion ever tool; place, .She wua more 
P')siti\e of this now than at Westminster, 
be.'ause she hud been thinking of it tiinco, 
.Slie had never known Stroebel to bring 
homo fiah before. She supposed he must 
have thrown tho fiah away beoausn when ho 
uame back he had not got any. Tiie child- 
ren had cartridges for playtoys right along 
before Marshall's death. They hutl 
aomo with biilleta in and aomo with- 
out, and no ono thought they were 
dangoroua thinga to play with. When sho 
aaid at the last triul that it was after the 
murder that she had scon the children with 
tho cartridgea, aho did not remember at tho 
lime that sho had seen them before also. 
.She bail known .Stioi liul for over a year. 
.She WHS present when Lucia saiil Ihat 
Marahall had been killed with a .-11 calibre 
revolver, and .Slroebel saiil ; "That lets 
mo nut; mine's a .,'iS. ''.Sho did not hear 
Lucas say that two of tho chambers had 
been lired olf, and two cartridgea had been 
withdrawn before (iring. 

To His Lordship witncaa aaid sho and her 
mother bad not compated notes about tho 
evidence to be given at thia trial. Sho had 
a friendly feeling towards the priaoner, and

Theron Ackerman, chief of the fire depart- 
ment at New Westminster, said he hud 
known the prisoner for many years, and 
knew nothing bad of him. He was inter- 
ested in him because of old acquaintanco 
with the family. _ 

Mo cross-examination. 

John Bartlett, already called by the 
Crown, was called by Mr. Morrison, who 
proceeded to examine him with respect to a 
conversation which bo aaid ho had had with 
the witneaa Frank Carpenter, 

Tho Attorneydeneral objected that no 
foundation had been laid for thia examina- 
tion when Carpenter waa on tho stand liufoio 
and objected to it as Carpenter could not be 
croBB-oxamined upon the matter. 

Hia Lordship Huatained tho objection, and 
Mr. Morriaon complained of benig blocked 
in getting at a point which ho deaired to 
make clear. 

The Attorney-General then ofTered to re- 
call Cirpenter if desired, aud Mr. Morrison 
accepted the offer. 

Frank G. Carpenter waa then called, and 
in answer to Mr, Morriaon aaid he never 
had a converaatiou with John Bartlett in 
which he told the latter that he was posted 
on the nut-shell game, and bad made some 
money at it in the mountains. 

His Lordship, before the witness Bartlett 
wiw) again called, said he would admit the

.lohn Bartlett, re-examined by Mr. Morri- 
aon, told that he and Carpenter had a con- 
versation about the nut-shell game, and 
each had explained lo the other what ho 
knew about it. Carpenter said he 
used to run ono of these gamca, 
and he could deceivn thu eye as 
well aa anyone. Ho and Carpenter bud 
been friends until about a month ago, and 
it waa about a month before their fiieiid- 
ship ended that tho oonveraation menlitmi d 
occurred.

Wo passed about 
Imlf an h<Jur that way and then a Chinaman 
Clime down. Marshall was baking bread 
ami aslieil mo to stay and buke it for him 
while he showed tho C'hinaman where to go 
to work. 1 done eo. He was gone about an 
hour and a half. t)n returinnj; 1 scrubbed 
tho house for him while he done smoc wash- 
ing, and then he wanted me to stay and 
have dinner with him. While he was cook- 
ing dinner I went behind the house fishing 
in tho creek. He u'avo mo a lino aud I had 
some tishhooks in my i)ncket. I was lishiiig 
behind tho Ixnise for about an hour may be. 
lie called me in to dinner then, and just as 
we were linishing diimer Mr. Blair came in. 
Marshall went then and ciiught hia horses 
and hitched up to u sled he hud there and I 
and him put u plow on tho sleigh and the 
three of us went out in the lisld whore 
Mr. Marshall was doing somo plowing.

Kot 
merely l)ou;,'ht presents, bnt gifts en- 
deared by tho alloctionato fingers that 
have labored over them. • These have 
the value of association, even when they 
are otlierwise worlliless, lint if tliey have 
a use as well as a sentiment so nineh 
tho better. The artieli's mentioned be- 
low have been seleeled for deseription as 
being easily made at homo by clever 
hands and likely to bo welcome to tlie 
person who receives them. 

Silk baby socks are one of tho prettiest 
gifts tlial, can be sent to a family that 
possesses a baby to wear them. Clioose 
pale blue knitting silk and crochet in 
afghaa stitch a strip an inch and a half 
wide and 2 inches 
long for the lop 
of tho foot. De- 
ginning at tlie 
corner, crueli.t 
plain stitch 
around bothsides 
and one end of tlie 
strip, and tln'u 
maki' achaia lonu 
e n on g h to ir,' > 
around theankl", 
for tho beginnin;: 
of the heel. ,b.in 
this on where llie 
|ilain row began, 
anil crochi t pl;iiii 
all the w;iy 
around, widening 
by doublostitches 
at tho two front 
corners. Do this 
until the sock is 
largo enough to 
cover the foot . 
, CHEST raoTECTOU. and then turn it; 
wrong side ont, and folding it length- 
wise crocliet together tlu^ two edges 
along tho bottom of the sock. Break off 
the silk, and turning tho sock right side 
cut crochet arountl the ankle opening 
one row. putting the thread over, and 
then continuo the leg with jilain stitch, 
finishing the toi> with ii row of shells. 
Eun palo blue baby ribbon throTigh the 
open row around the ankle, tying it in a 
bow in front, and perfume the socks by 
letting them he in a sachet until they are 
presented. 

A chest protector to wear with even- 
ing dress is an excellent thing to give a 
man. It should bo rather over a foot 
long and 10 or 11 inches wide when it is 
finished, Make the outside of black sat- 
in and lino it with quilted white china 
silk, with a chanmis interlining. The 
band to go around tho collar is of white 
silk stilTened with cauibrio and is sew(^d 
on the left side of the neck. Just inside 
the free end, which must taper slightly, 
fasten a bit of corset steel 3 inches lung 
that it may pass easily through the 
huckle, or use the ]iiece of steel in an old 
madeup neck scarf. The white metal 
buckle is sewed on tho inside of the 
chest protector, close to the right hand 
comer, and the recipient's initials are 
embroidered on tho lining. 

Another present for a man is a pair of 
striped silk wristlets. Knit them of two 
shades of knitting silk, with a broad rib, 
and make them double, with the joining 
around tlie middle of tho inside. Select 
his favorite racing colors, or those of his 
college or club, and let tho stripi.'s be 
half an inch wide. Press tho wristlets 
Willi a warm iron when they aro linislied. 

Or make him a newspaper holder, 
where he may tuck his paper out of tlu; 
reach of destruction. It will require a

strip ot plush or other strong matei-ial 
a foot wide .-ind a yard long. 10m- 
broider initials or a monogram in the 
middlo of one half, put a line of em- 
broidery or a fiat band of fancy ribbon 
along each edge and line it with silk 
that will harmonize with tho color of 
the outside, but do not use a very light 
lining, as it will be soiled by the print- 
er's ink. Double tho strip together and 
sew small rings along the joined ends 
by which to susiiend it to a brass rod 
with ornamental tips. Hang it np by a 
chain or a silk coril attached to thu ends 
of Iho rod. 

Pretty bureau sets for a young lady's 
room aro made of white scrim and con- 
sist of a scarf lined with pale blue sat- 
teen, two small square mats and one 
larger one. The scarf is just (hi! sizo of 
the top of Iho bureau and has ;i broad 
hemstitched border surrounded by wide 
lace, plain except at tiio corners. Tho 
body of the scarf is decorated with a 
scattered iiowor design embroidered in 
jpale hlu»«wash silk. The mats are simi- 
larly ornamented, but require no lining. 
These scrim sets have one decisive ad- 
jvantago over the more elaborate satin 
pnea — they can be laundered aud so kept 
immaculate, which is the greatest charm 
-of all toijet accessories. 

To make a lavender sachet tnko two

the ends of the ribbon in bows and dec- 
orate the four triangles with a simple 
design of violets painted in water colors. 

Beautiful ribbons aro being sold at a 
low price this season, and a ribbon cush- 
ion is extremely pretty. If it is to be 
20 imdR'S square, it will reciuire ten 1!0 
inch strips of inch ribbon, five of 
one color and live of aiiot her— gold and 
olive for example. Stitch them together 
on the machine in alternate stripes, not 
in a seam, but by lapping the edges and 
keeping as close to the margin as pos- 
sible. Press the i-\lilinn .-quale on the 
wrong side with a warm iron before 
.si'wing it to the Dlher half ..f the cush- 
ion cover, which sliimhl be of a solid 
color. Tho frill for the edge is made 
of two long lengths of the ribbon of 
tho two colors stitched together liko tho 
other, gathered along the edge of one 
strip and sewed on the cushion over- 
hand. If there happen to be a number 
of odd pieces of ribbon of different col- 
ors, they may be arranged to form a 
Roman striped square instead of using 
only two shades. 

Canvas .siispemb'rs, with a pattern 
worked in cross stitch, are a revival of 
old time industry and rtre a change from 
tho satin ones so long oiTered on the 
Christmas counters. Two strijis of can- 
vas, 24 inches long and l}iuolios wide, 
are required. Use the strong, light pur-

pie kind, like Uiat sold for worsted work, 
only made of silk instead of cotton. 
"Work a continuous desigii in cross stitch 
along the whole length, using dull yel- 
low, white, olive and brown silks, and 
leaving the plain canvas as a back- 
ground. Press the strips after they aro 
finished and lino them with gold colored 
satin ribbon 1 i inches wide, by basting 
the canvas along the middle of the rib- 
bon, turning the extra eighth of an inch 
over on the face of the canvas on each 
edge and stilcliing it on tho machine as 
close to the selvedge as possible. It is 
better to have the siisiiendors mounted 
at a shop, as it can bi; done more strong- 
ly there than at home, and unless they 
are strong they :\yi; useless. 

To make a p.ansy sliaving ]iaper case 
draw lightly on medium heavy water 
color board the outline of a pansy flower 
S inches in diameter, which can bo eas- 
ily eiil.-irged from one- of the small stud- 
ies now so common. Indicate the mark- 
ings carefully and lay on the coloring in 
bold water color washes. If it shows 
signs of warping, lay clean blotting pa- 
jier over the face and dry it under pres- 
sure. Cut two round holes live inolies 
ajiart in the top of the njiper petals. Tlu^ 
shaving leaves are of white ti.ssuo jiaper, 
with corresponding iierforations. They 
aro attaidied to tho back of the jiansy by 
moans of it double ribbon drawn through 
the holes, which also serves to suspend 
the shaving pajwr case. 

It m.aybe added, as a hint lotlu w^who 
wish to buy jiresents, that men seem to 
be almost as much pleased with extract 
of violet, gloves, fine handkerchiefs and 
silk hosiery as are their more frivolous 
sisters.

Sarulne I^eciUe Cushion. 
The foundation of this convenient lit- 
tle cushion for holding darning needles 
is a piece of soft flannel of suflicieiit size 
to form a firm, smooth roll five inches 
long and a little over an inch in diam- 



eter. It is covered with five lengthwise 
strips of worsted skirt braid of different 
colors, joined together at the edges by 
bands of feather stitching in bright 
shades of heavy embroidery floss. Tho 
ends of the braid, which extend an inch 
or HO be3'ond tho ends of ihe roll of flan- 
nel, aro fringed out to flufiiness and 
wound tightly with sewing silk clo.so to 
the flannel. The winding is concealed 
by tiny bows of baby ribbon.

Water Retailing at Two ShilliuRH a 
GriUloii-OMiev Necessaries 
iu Proportion. 



Tlio Australian steamer just arrived 
Ijrings interesting information in regard to 

tho Coolgardio goldSelds in Western i-us- 
tralln, anil purtieularly the original claim, 
"Bayley'a Reward," which Lord Percy 
Douglas in the London press desoribea as an 
"El dorado containing outstanding bars of 
gold." The gold is certainly there, but the 
prime necessary of life — water— ia not. 

Ex-Mayor Ferris, of Paramatta, in a few 
words describes Iho now field as a wild, 
wuterleBS waate, but containing immense 
quantitiea of the preeioua nicLal. Cool- 
gardie ia reached from ParunuUla liy steam 
to Albany and train to DoodloUine, -2- 
miles, via Perth and Northam. 

Then comes a 250 mile tramp over th 
moat desolate country man ever traversed 
— no grass ; nothing but scattered, 
stunted undergrowth and spinnefux. 

Water holes are few and far aparc on the 
journey, though at Cold Wells, about fifty 
miles trom ( -oolgardie, travellers are allowed 
to drink as much as they like. Kot even a 
llikskful may be carried away, any person so 
ollemling being liable to three months' im- 
prisonment. 

A more dreary, uninteresting route could 
scarcely be iniugiued. It ia a maddeniug 
journey to carry a heavy swag under a 
blazing sun over miles of parched, intermin- 
able pliins. 

The population of Coolgardie on Koveni- 
ber 1 was about '-'..'iUO, but that number is 
(iaily docreasint;, as liuudreda are forced to 
leave owing to Ihe scarcity of water. J'he 
main water nupply is a bore sunk by the 
Government, from which ia obtained a very 
brackish li uid that retails at '_M. a gallon ; 
but tho supply ia ao ahorl thai every person 
ia alloivunced. \Vater ia alao carted and 
Bold at is. (id. a gallon, and the 
carriera make a fairly good thing 
out of it, aonie of them earning over i'".^ 
per week. The waler has to be put through 
several processes before it is lit for use. 

liread of a red brick color is sold at Is. 
for a reputed one pound; meat, la. (id. jier 
pound; chali', Sd. per pound and little Iu 
be Imd at that. About a thimbleful of 
whiskey costs lis. 

In tho expert opinion of many old miners 
who have been on tho ground, Coolgardie 
will bo one of the grealeal reefing tields yet 
found in Australia but until water is struck 
they will never bo developed. There ia a 
great future for the now district. Tho cli- 
mate is described aa very warm in the day 
time but cool and pleaaant at night. 

It would simply be impossible to c:^-aggc^• 
ate tbestatementa about the suffering caused 
by the scarcity of water. Only two days 
before M,r. Ferris left Coolgardie three men 
had died from the effects of thirst and a 
party of five had gone raving mad. Trouble 
is also being occasioned by the natives who 
at Cashman's claim made a night attack and 
killed half a score of weary miners while 
they slept.

WAR IN iNEW BRITAIN. 

The Government of the Oirmiin Colony l!e- 
sle;;cd by Hostile Natives. 

Very dif(iuieling news comoa by the Ara- 
wa from the German colony of New liriiain. 
It appears that a great number of natives 
resident in the villages siluatcd inland from 
Ralum and Herbertahoh (the capital of tho 
colony) have banded together with the obji cl 
of cxterniinoung the Government and de- 
.slroying the settlement of Herljertalioh. 
The natives were encouraged in their purpo.se 
by the action of a native chief who professed 
to liavo become possessed of a " malira " (or 
(.harm), which he declared had the properly 
of making its owner bullet-proof, and which 
was [lurchased extensively, not only by the 
nativea in thia particular chief's dialrict, but 
alao by otiieis iu Ihc surrounding dialricta. 

Thus rendered invulniirahle-, as Ihey su()- 
poscd, t he iial ive.4 HHaembled to the number of 
aeveral luindreda, probaiily nearly a ihou 
sand, in the vicinity of Herberd-holi. Thc-y 
were fully armiMl, unil kept Ihe lOuropeana 
i[| a (ilate of anxiety for several days, when 
the aui liorilici decided to [;ut an end lo ihif 
Btine of thinga by theniHelvea Ijei.-oni.iig ihe 
atlaeker.s. The (iovernTiienl. parly, conaiat- 
ing of a acor e or inure uI ollioiala and the 
native ptdice force, inarehed a few niilea in- 
land, wlien they eiicoontered the native- 
and an engagement en.sue'd. 

'J'h:i iialivea made but a poor atand 
against t he ( Mjv,-rnment force, and several 
of thotn were ahol, the only caaii.ilty on Ihe 
side of the (Jovernmenl being the wounding 
of a native guide. 

Some days later a second attack was 
made, but wilh very little effect, only three 
of the nativea being killed, and the Govern- 
ment sought to persuade tho natives to 
cease hostilitiea and pay a fine of 400 fath- 
oms of diwarra (shell money). These over- 
tures, howe.ver, tailed, and a further demon- 
atration of force was made, an engagement 
taking place inland near the foot of Mount 
Varlzin. 

In this battle the natives appear to have 
fought with almost fanatical courage, ond 
al one time tho Government force was sur- 

riiunded and in eonaiderable danger. Tlic 
reiiult of the coi.lliel w,is the roiil ul the na- 
tivea, with MO men killed and a nundi.T 
wounded. The lofia on liic Government aide 
was alighl. 

A tourth engagement took place a few 
days later, the natives again displaying 
con.sideralilo courage. They wero agiitj 
defeated wilh the loss of ninety killed and 
hcveral wounded. Notwithstanding lhe.s(! 
rcv< r8ea, the natives appear delerniiiicd to 
continue the conflict. In aome parts of the 
group there ia a somewhat rebellious ai ti- 
lude on their part towards tho Govi rnnient, 
though tho reason at present ia unox(ilaim (). 
In iho last engagement the inveniur and 
vendor of the suppoaed bullet-proof paint or 
ointment was hiinaulf fatally shot.

road track where his cow was, for 
the (lurpoae of milking her. Ho caught her 
and I tried to luilk her, and alio would not 
aland for me, anil then I licld her wliile he 
milked her. Ho milked about t hree-(juart- 
ors, i.v'hen the bucket was full of mill!, and I 
asked hini what he was going lo do with it. 
Ho aaid he didn't know. I aaid, don't 
llirow it away, I'll diink somo of ii. So \ 
did. Then I finished niilking thn cow, ^t; 
was then between i'r.'M and (i o'c' ,n,\[_ i 
went over to the railroud grade, ^bout one 
hundred yards south of whero wo milked 
tho cow, and got on to tho track, and wash- 
ed my hands in tho ruilrop.j, ditoh. When I 
got my hands washofi I -went back on tho 
track from tlio ditoh and turned to my right 
to get the salmon eggs I had staited after in 
the morning. While I was going after 
the salmon eggs Mr. Baxter puased 
n,o on one of these railroad velo- 
cipodea. I went on up and got niy 
salmon egga, and then came back down to 
where tlie creek came into tho grade and 
crossed tlie ditch on the west side of the 
railway track, where I had tossed my rod 
iicroaa iu the morning coming down. Then 
I went li.ihing along up tho creek which 
llowa along close at tlie east side of the hill. 
1 was li.^lmlg on tho creek till pretty near 
d.uk, when I came to a bridge which is 
indicated an the .loo iMct^hieu bridge. 'The 
laHt placi; I waa liahing I waa sitting on tlic 
bridge. Then 1 lied up my rod and picked 
my way acroaa the prairie in tlio dircciion 
of the old house where we uaed to live, I 
caino on the grade where the riiili oad cioh- 
sing ia close by our old house. It 
was then rirettv dark. I turned 
to the right towarda Siim.ia and walked 
on the track aa I alwaya diil, and ihere was 
three men paaaed me right ihero close in 
front of the houae. I kind of turned round 
to see if I would know them, ami when 
turning roiinil my fool slipped oil' ihe rail 
and I stumbled and fell down and atruck 
my knee on the railroad iron. It delayeii 
me there for about half an hour. Theu I gol 
up and walkeil on alow towards .Sumas. 
When coining close to llio Huntingdon de- 
pot, on the C P. R., I sat down for about ID 
or l.'i minutes. There waa a light shining 
in tho depot window, and I pulled niy panla 
up over my knee lo see whero I was hurt, 
and I found it. was all black and blue across 
a little below the knee. I then got up 
again and went on into Sumos, and 
I think when I got within about 
one hundred feet of the Bartlott 
hotel there was somebody passed mo. I 
went on into the hotel, in the hall door, 
and down the hall till I came to the dining 
room, where I turned in. When I got into 
the dining room 1 met Miss Bartlett there. 
I had three fish in my hand — on a stick, I 
think they were. She began to poke fun at 
me iu a kind of a joking way, so I told licr 
I was not going to give Ihe rest a chance to 
laugh ot ine, so I turned round again and 
went to the hall door and throwed tho (ish 
towarda the Seattle, i^ake .Sliore & Kistcrn 
track, which runs alongside Iho hotel. 1 
went back to tho dining room, and wo waa 
there only a few minutes when we went 
into the kitclien and met Mra. Ilarllelt 
there. She goi a drink of water and then 
said she was going to bed. I and Miss 
liartlett stayed there for a little more than 
half an hour, or maybe nearly an hour. 
Then we went out into Ihe hall, and I am 
not euro whet her she lit the candle or 1 lit 
it, and then I went to bcd."

When Liieaa 
took the revolver witness might have a.iid 
"I'll charge you with it, but put it dowu on 
ice," but did not remember it, Mr. Moresby 
arrested him, and it was true that when he 
was going to bad, after they had been talk 
ing for quite a while, he had coiniiieoced to 
cry and aaked if he would be permitted lo 
see his aiatera before ho waa hanged. He 
said thia because ho thought lie had no 
farther show; but as soon as Mr. Moresby 
told him ho would get a trial he cooled right 
down.

He had known i:artridges to lie lired 
oil' in the alleyway near liartlott'H, for 
ICyerley and the White boya had a piccu of 
water pipe about a foot long, with ono ond 
stuffed uj) with lead, and they used lo lill 
thia up with an inch or an inch and a half 
of powder and a lot of cartridges and olhor 
things and lire it olf. VVhoii he wont to 
Carpenter's as stated and offered to buy him 
out, he did this because he wanted Carpcn-
